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At least one error upon which reissue is based is described below. If the reissue is a broadening 
reissue, such must be stated with an explanation as to the nature of the broadening: 

The specification contains several sentences that inaccurately state: "biasing the pull pin toward 
the second position to relatively lock the first rod or pole . . . ." The drawings and other portions 
of the specification make clear that these sentences should state: "biasing the pull pin toward the 
first position to relatively lock the first rod or pole . . . ." 

Claims 1 and 13 contain unintended claim language regarding: "biasing the pull pin toward the 
second position to relatively lock the first rod or pole . . . The intended language was: "biasing 
the pull pin toward the first position to relatively lock the first rod or pole " 

This reissue is a broadening reissue. Claims 1 and 13 claim less than the patentee had a right to 
claim. New claims 15-38 were added to provide claims without one or more of the limitations of 
claims 1 or 13 including, for example, that the "pull pin body" is " integral with the main body" 
and "extending radially outward from the central hollow. Of the new claims 15-38, claims 15- 
16, 20-21, 24-31 and 34-37 are canceled. Claims 13 and 14 are also canceled. As such, claims 
1-12, 17-19, 22-23, 32-33 and 38 are currently pending in the application. 

All errors corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant.
